Stationed tor a short time in 
Hawaii, he was sent to England in 
early September, His first raid 
was over Lille, Oct. 9, 1942. one 
year after receiving his wings. 
Unlike most bomber pilots. Cap­ 
tain Buckey’s after-the-war pic­ 
ture is just more flying—perhaps 
Army and maybe civilian, but de­ 
finitely flying. He loves it.

County Agent 
Gives Advice On 
Raising Chicks 
, 


By County Agent Calvin Holcomb 


Raising the chicks after getting 
them from the hatchery is the 
main problem for amateur poul- 
trymen, and sometimes for the 
more 
experienced, 
too. 
Proper 
j spacing in the brooder house and 
i disease prevention are the main 
! elements in bringing them suc­ 
cessfully into production and cor­ 
rect spacing is the chief of these. 
Crowding opens the gate to 
diseases which pick off chickens 
that otherwise would become need­ 
ed producers. The right capacity 
for a brooder house having 100 
! square feer, for example, is 200 
chicks. 
Fowl pox. or sorehead, and coc- 
I cidiosis. levy a heavy toll on eggs 
I and chickens. Both are prevent- 
i able. Beginners, or those who have 
! experienced outbreaks on 
their 
farms, should make vaccination of 
flocks for fowl pox a "must" this 
j season, especially the pullets af­ 
ter the cockerels have been sold. 
Vaccination, which costs approxi­ 
mately one-half cent a pullet, is 


the safest chicken insurance. The 
County Agent will advise or help 
in applying it. 
Sanitation is the best preventa­ 
tive of coccidiosis—clean feeder» 
and waterers. and clean, dry lit­ 
ter, with emphasLs on dry. Coc- 
cida need moisture to develop. 
Stirring the litter, moving the 
feeders and water fountains to 
, new locations in the house daily 
will keep it down. Feeding of sul­ 
phur in the mash, along with good 
sanitation, also has proved suc­ 
cessful as a preventative. The re­ 
commendation is to add two and 
one-half pounds of dusting sul­ 
phur, or unconditioned 325 mesh 
sulphur in 100 pounds of feed. 
Chicks must be at least 3 weeks 
old and running in the sunlight 
before sulphur is fed. and it can­ 
not be fed to chicks which are 
in batteries.
